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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(6), filed May 30, 2006 (certificate of 
mailing date May 26, 2006), to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) 
for the benefit of priority to a prior-filed provisional application.

A reference to the prior-filed provisional application has been 
included in an amendment to the first sentence of the specification following the titie. 
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All the above requirements having been satisfied, the late claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. § 
1 1 9 is accepted as being unintentionally delayed.
